Paramedic crews at 
risk from assaults 


REPORTS of assaults against medical 
staff working across Northamptonshire 
have increased, according to the latest 
figures released by the NHS security 
management service. 

There were 68 physical assaults against North¬ 
ampton General Hospital (NGH) staff in the year 
2009-10, in comparison with 63 in 2008-09. 

NGH security manager, Andy Watkins, said: 
“We are always encouraging our staff to report 
all such incidents, so it’s perhaps not surprising 
that the number has risen slightly. 

“Nevertheless the number of reported assaults 
is a very serious matter. 

“We do everything we can to prevent assaults 
from occurring, and to pursue sanctions follow¬ 
ing assaults when they do.” 

More than 2,500 NGH staff have now attended 
conflict resolution training courses to help them 
de-escalate potentially confrontational situa¬ 
tions. 

Mr Watkins added: “The majority of physical 
assaults reported are by patients who are per¬ 
haps in a confused state, or otherwise affected by 
their medical condition or treatment. 

“However, staff who are committed to provide 
health services should not expect to have to suf¬ 
fer violence at work. 

“People who do assault our staff should suffer 
the legal consequences.” 

East Midlands Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
saw an increase in reports of assaults from 70 in 
2008-09 to 75 in the latest figures. 

“While 65 of the assaults at NGH involved med¬ 
ical factors, only 10 of the 75 on ambulance staff 
did. 

A spokeswoman for EMAS said the figures 
reflected not an increase in the numbers of as¬ 


saults, which has remained static, but the suc¬ 
cess of EMAS’s campaign to encourage staff to 
report them and its success rate in dealing with 
the perpetrators. 

Nick Arnold, EMAS security management spe¬ 
cialist said: “It is totally unacceptable for staff to 
face the risk of being assaulted and intimidated 
when they go to help someone who needs urgent 
medical help. 

“Our message is clear - violence and abuse is 
not part of our job and we do not have to accept 
it. 

“We will not tolerate violent, threatening be¬ 
haviour and we have seen justice handed out 
to those who thought nothing of assaulting our 
staff.” 

Northamptonshire Heathcare NHS Foundation 
Trust reported a total of 714 assaults in 2009-10, a 
significant increase on the 490 reported the year 
before. 

However all of these involved medical factors 
and a spokeswoman said this was due to two par¬ 
ticular patients who were “very unwell” during 
that period and a continued improvement in in¬ 
cident reporting. 

Northamptonshire Teaching PCT, which pro¬ 
vides a range of services such as GP, hospital and 
dental services, optometry, pharmacy, mental 
health services saw a decrease in physical as¬ 
saults from 18 to 10, all of which involved medical 
factors. 

Barbara McKenna, Unison East Midlands 
Regional Head of Health, said they want to see 
tougher legal action on those found guilty of as¬ 
saulting NHS staff. 

She said: “These statistics on violence make 
sad and shocking reading. It is appalling that 
some members of the public see NHS staff as soft 
targets for assault.”

THE 24-HOUR CCTV sys¬ 
tem covering Northamp¬ 
ton town centre and other 
parts of the county, has 
cost a total of almost £2 
million in three years, new 
figures have revealed. 

The surveillance system, 
which includes more than 500 
cameras in Northampton town 
centre, as well as more cameras 
in Brackmills and in other towns 
in the county, has cost £1,972,274 
in the last three years. 

The campaign group Big Broth¬ 
er Watch ranked Northampton 
as the 36th biggest spender out 
of more than 300 councils that re¬ 
sponded to a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request. 


However, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council stressed the cost of 
CCTV in the town itself had actu¬ 
ally been closer to £200,000 a year. 
A Guildhall spokesman said the 
rest of the money had come from 
councils in Wellingborough and 
Daventry, which use the same 
CCTV control room, as well as the 
police and private businesses. 

Councillor Paul Varnsverry 
(.Lib Dem, West Hunsbury), cabi¬ 
net member for community safe¬ 
ty, said: “The amount spent on 
keeping Northampton safe is in 
the region of £200,000 a year. 

“As there are more than 200,000 
people in the borough, this 
equates to less than £1 for every 
resident, which is a small price to 
pay for people’s safety and peace 


of mind.” 

Earlier this year, the Chron 
revealed the network of cameras 
had helped police deal with more 
than 15,000 incidents in North¬ 
ampton in 12 months, leading to 
nearly 2,500 arrests. 

The council control room, 
which monitors almost 600 cam¬ 
eras in Northampton, Welling¬ 
borough and Daventry, dealt 
with 19,983 incidents between 
2009 and 2010. 

A police spokesman said: 
“There is no doubt that properly 
targeted and maintained CCTV 
systems play a very important 
role in reducing crime, reducing 
the fear of crime and assisting po¬ 
lice investigations where a crime 
has occurred.”

A FORMER Mayor of Northamp¬ 
ton, a member of the House of 
Lords and the chairman of the 
Northamptonshire Police Author¬ 
ity have all been made Deputy 
Lieutenants of the county. 

Former Daventry MP Tim Boswell, 
now Lord Boswell of Ayhno, and former 
Mayor of Northampton, Terry Wire, 
were among those named by The 
Lord Lieutenant of Northampton¬ 
shire, Lady Juliet Townsend as deputy 
Lieutenants of Northamptonshire this 
week. 

Their appointments mean they will rep¬ 
resent the Queen at official engagements 
when Lady Juliet is not available. 

Duston resident Terry Wire, who was 
Mayor of Northampton from 2003 to 2004, 
said being given the appointment was a 
privilege for everyone on the list. 

He said: “It’s really nice to be thought 
of for positions like this, because it’s nice 
that people recognise the service you’ve 
put in.” 

Just before he was made mayor in 2003, 
Mr Wire was diagnosed with cancer. 

He kept his condition secret during his 
term in office because he did not want an¬ 
ybody to think he was incapable of doing 
the job. 

Despite his condition, he attended more 
than 350 public engagements and raised 
more than £12,500 for charities, including 
Cancer Research UK, MacMillan Cancer 
Support and the Cynthia Spencer Hos¬ 
pice. 

Other new Deputy Lieutenants include 
Lord Boswell of Aynho, who served as the 
MP for Daventry from 1987 until this year; 
Deirdre Newham, chairwoman of North¬ 
amptonshire Police Authority; Admiral 
Sir John Brigstocke, who is a former cap¬ 
tain of the Ark Royal and chief executive 
of the St Andrew’s group of hospitals in 
Northampton; Colonel John Royle and Si¬ 
mon Leatham. 
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Plans for a 
rural county 
tourist trap

PLANS to turn Northamp¬ 
tonshire into a tourist 
"destination" by open¬ 
ing-up vast amounts of its 
green spaces and river ar¬ 
eas have been launched. 

The River Nene Valley Stra¬ 
tegic Plan (RNVS) has set-out a 
number of proposals to safeguard 
and enhance the environment in 
about 56 kilometres of the Nene 
Valley, as well as opening it up 
for increased leisure use. 

Around 60 chief executives, 
elected members and planners 
attended an event which looked 
at plans to create more public 
access and habitat creation, en¬ 
hancing connections between 
towns and rivers, more boating 
marina and waterside facilities, 
among other major projects. 

The plans also looked to pro¬ 
tect Northamptonshire’s envi¬ 
ronment, which has lost more 
species and habitats than any 
other county in the country in 
the last 80 years, including the 
pool frog, butterflies and the red 
squirrel. 

Michel Kerrou, chief execu¬ 
tive of the River Nene Regional 
Park, said: “Northamptonshire 
isn’t that well known as a desti¬ 
nation. 

“People don’t actually think 
of it and then have an image in 
their head of what it is like, in 
the way you do say The Lake Dis¬ 
trict. 

“We don’t want to turn it into 
somewhere like the West Coun¬ 
try where the tourists almost 
invade every summer but we do 
want to create more of a balance 
which can benefit both local peo¬ 
ple and tourism. 

“A lot of people are unaware 
of what they have got on their 
doorstep. 

“We want to make the country¬ 
side more accessible by creating 
more physical links, for walking 


and cycling.” 

Since it was established in 2004 
the River Nene Regional Park 
has secured £20 million of Gov¬ 
ernment funding and its work 
includes the Salcey Forest Tree 
Top Way and the outdoor recrea¬ 
tion site at Stanwick Lakes. 

The plans are not just about en¬ 
couraging people to enjoy North¬ 
amptonshire but to protect it. 

The company is working with 
landowners and farmers on envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly land man¬ 
agement, has created a special 
protection area for over-win¬ 
tering and nesting birds in the 
Upper Nene Valley Gravel Pits, 
runs community workshops and 
works with volunteer groups. 

Mr Kerrou said: “It’s not all 
doom and gloom as at Top Lodge, 
Fineshade, the reintroduction of 
the Red Kite has been extremely 
successful and we are seeing 


some other species coming back 
too. A lot of our work involves 
trying to make the best of what 
we have.” 

Councillor Ben Smith, county 
council cabinet member for 
growth and regeneration, said: 
“The strategy will play an im¬ 
portant part in the increased 
sustainable growth of the county 
with an emphasis on strength¬ 
ening the integration between 
the urban and the rural while 
at the same time protecting and 
enhancing the natural environ¬ 
ment. 

“It is recognised that the Nene 
Valley is rich in terms of land¬ 
scape and cultural heritage and 
we will explore ways to capital¬ 
ise on these assets while making 
the county a better place for resi¬ 
dents, visitors and businesses.”

MORE Northamptonshire 
mums than ever before 
are breastfeeding their 
newborn babies. 

In September, Northampton 
General Hospital saw 84 per cent 
of new mothers start breastfeed¬ 
ing, the highest rate ever record¬ 
ed in the county. 

Ruth Colby, health improve¬ 
ment co-ordinator of breastfeed¬ 
ing for NHS Northamptonshire, 
said: “These figures, the highest 
ever recorded in the county, are 
fantastic news for both mums 
and babies in Northamptonshire 

“It’s widely recognised that 
breastfeeding gives infants the 
best possible start in life, espe¬ 
cially if they exclusively breast¬ 
feed for the first six months.” 

NGH will launch a new breast¬ 
feeding support service in Janu¬ 
ary, where trained peer support¬ 
ers will contact new mums in 
hospital and at home to check on 
their progress and offer advice. 

Kate Bates, breastfeeding co¬ 
ordinator at NGH, said: “Most 
people understand that breast¬ 
feeding matters and most people 
have a fairly good understand¬ 
ing about the health impacts of 



breast feeding and not breast 
feeding. 

“Our staff work hard to make 
sure that pregnant women un¬ 
derstand why breastfeeding re¬ 
ally matters and we give lots of 
ongoing help with feeding in the 
first hours and days. 

“For the one in four mothers 
who choose not to breastfeed, 
we offer help with bottle feeding 
too.” 

New mum Becky Larkin, aged 


16, from Daventry had her first 
baby, Michael, at NGH on No¬ 
vember 28 and decided to breast¬ 
feed after listening to the advice 
she received from the midwife, 
family and friends. 

She said: “I was given a lot of 
information about breastfeeding 
at the hospital and I think it’s the 
best way.

A COLLECTION of previ¬ 
ously unseen photographs 
of Adolf Hitler is due to 
go under the hammer at a 
Towcester auction house 
in the New Year. 

Auctioneer Jonathan Hum¬ 
bert, from JP Humberts, has de¬ 
scribed the pictures of the Nazi 
leader as “sinister”, but says he 
expects them to attract interest 
from across the world in the auc¬ 
tion on January 18, with bids of 
six figures expected. 

He said: “It really is a sinister 
but intriguing social history of 
the rise of the Nazi Party, never 
before seen.” 

The photographs were taken 
by Hitler’s personal photogra¬ 
pher, Heinrich Hoffmann, during 
the party’s rise to power before 
World War Two. 

The auction will feature about 
800 negatives and 600 stills. They 
feature pictures of Hitler meet¬ 
ing Mussolini and attending an 
SS officers’ training school, as 
well as images taken during the 
winter and summer Olympics of 
1936. 

Mr Humbert said: “It’s effec¬ 
tively the Nazi Party plotting and 
gaining strength and all the way

room furniture and much more.

Henrich Hoffmann is taking up- 
close and personal pictures. 

“These are not shots from the 
crowd, these are amazingly high 
resolution for the time. And they 
are absolutely fresh to the mar¬ 
ket, they are privately entered by 
a gentleman who was left them 
by another elderly gentleman 
who I understand used to live in 
Germany. These are effectively 
views of Hitler that are unseen 
and unpublished.” 


Hoffmann was chosen by Hit¬ 
ler as his official photographer, 
and many of his pictures were 
published as postage stamps, 
postcards, posters and picture 
books, for which both he and 
Hitler received royalties from all 
uses of Hitler’s image. 

He was arrested by the Ameri¬ 
cans in May 1945 and after the 
war was tried and sentenced to 
four years prison for Nazi prof¬ 
iteering.

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County snow desk 
on 24-hour alert 


A 24-HOUR snow desk has been 
launched to respond to freezing 
conditions hitting Northampton¬ 
shire. 

With snow flurries forecast and low 
temperatures in the county, Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council highways con¬ 
tractor MGWSP will now be constantly 
monitoring conditions from its compu¬ 
terised control hub in Brixworth. 

Since last week the hub has housed 
a snow desk where staff will monitor a 
bank of screens showing the real-time 
position of snowfall, accidents caused 
by icy weather and its 27-strong fleet of 
snow plough-fitted gritters. 

Controllers will be in direct contact 
with emergency services who can warn 
of accidents which suggest areas that 
need special attention. 

It is hoped the gritters can be directed 
to areas of the county in most desperate 
need of relief rather than sticking to pre¬ 
assigned routes if necessary. 

Councillor Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for highways, 
minerals and waste, said: “I’ve visited 
the control hub and it’s very impressive 
and very clever. “All the information for 
assigning gritters to the best place for 
them can be seen at once. 

“This will mean all of the fleet can be 
used in the most efficient way.” 

Mike Lewis from Pitsford Hall Weath¬ 
er Station, correctly predicted light snow 
fall for the county on Monday night-Tues- 
day morning. 

He added: “The bitterly cold tempera¬ 
tures are set to continue.” 

He said we could see more snow today. 





When 

Danes 

ravaged 

town 

A THOUSAND years ago 
this week almost all of 
Northampton’s residents 
were slaughtered and the 
town was razed to the 
ground by Danish invad¬ 
ers, according to local 
lore. 

Eric Jenkins, a former 
history teacher and mem¬ 
ber of Rushden History 
Society, has reminded 
people of the town that 
today marks the anniver¬ 
sary of when King Sweyn 
Forkbeard (son of Harald 
Bluetooth) led an army of 
Danish invaders to ravage 
Northampton. 

The rampage erupted af¬ 
ter Forkbeard quarrelled 
with England’s King, 
Ethelred the Unready. 

Mr Jenkins said: “The 
town was completely de¬ 
stroyed by fire, most people 
were killed, there would 
have been no distinction 
between, men, women or 
children. 

“A few would have es¬ 
caped to woodland, but 
Northampton was almost 
totally destroyed and so 
were many nearby villag¬ 
es. 

“There was a brother 
and sister from Towcester 
who fortified Towcester af¬ 
ter they feared they would 
be attacked but Sweyn was 
more interested in North¬ 
ampton. 

“It is quite special to 
reach the 1,000th anniver¬ 
sary and it should be re¬ 
membered.”

THE ROW over 
whether the Saints 
and Cobblers should 
be allowed to ex¬ 
pand their stadiums 
will be re-ignited 
by politicians at the 
Guildhall next week. 

Both the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat leaders of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council and 
the Conservative opposi¬ 
tion group have submit¬ 
ted motions to a council 
meeting on December 6 
about the controversial 
schemes. 

The opposition Con¬ 
servative group has called 
on the council’s leaders 
to make a public decla¬ 
ration of support for the 
two clubs’ plans, includ¬ 
ing the Saints bid to fund 
their expansion by allow¬ 
ing Asda to build a super¬ 
market on one of their car 
parks. 

The group’s lead¬ 
er, Councillor David 
Palethorpe {Con, Billing) 
said: “The Liberal Demo¬ 
crats have been claiming 
to support our town’s 


sporting clubs, but they 
continue to block the sort 
of retail developments 
that would release the 
money they need to de¬ 
velop their stadiums. 

“Their stubbornness 
is putting our sporting 
clubs at risk, and the situ¬ 
ation cannot continue. 

“So we’re giving them 
the opportunity to show 
their support by writing 
to the Saints, Northamp¬ 
ton Town Football Club 
and the Government say¬ 
ing they have no objec¬ 
tions to any planning ap¬ 
plications that will help 
the clubs expand and de¬ 
velop.” 

But during what is ex¬ 
pected to be a tense meet¬ 
ing, the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats will also table their 
own motion, calling on 


the council to re-affirm 
support for its, and the 
Government’s, ‘town cen¬ 
tre first policy’, which pro¬ 
tects town centres against 
inappropriate out-of-town 
developments. 

The council’s cabinet 
member for regenera¬ 
tion, Councillor Richard 
Church {Lib Dem, King- 
sthorpe ) said: “We’ve nev¬ 
er said we’re opposed to 
out-of-town developments 
for their own sake, what 
we’ve said is we want to be 
sure out-of-town develop¬ 
ments don’t put pressure 
on other developments in 
the town centre.” 

Adding that it would be 
wrong to publicly declare 
support for the Asda plan 
before it had been through 
the planning process, he 
said: “What we keep say¬ 
ing is submit a planning 
application for the devel¬ 
opment and the planning 
committee can determine 
whether it’s acceptable or 
not. 

“We’re not trying to 
stand in the way of it.”

99 causes 
for concern 


SERIOUS incidents result¬ 
ing from NHS care are hap¬ 
pening at least every other 
day in Northamptonshire, 
latest figures show. 

NHS Northamptonshire’s lat¬ 
est figures show there were 99 se¬ 
rious incidents reported by staff 
between April and September. 

The county health watchdog 
LINk said the figures were a con¬ 
cern but that they could be due to 
more cases of severe pressure ul¬ 
cers in elderly people, a condition 
found in some of the five pension¬ 
ers who died following neglect 
at the Parkside House Nursing 
Home in July and August last 
year. 

Moya Me Vicar, of LiNk, said: 
“If they are severe enough, these 
sores are the type of thing that 
can kill someone so it’s right they 
are being reported.” 

A serious incident can be when 
patient or staff member has suf¬ 
fered unnecessary harm or that 
they would have done had a prob¬ 
lem not been spotted. It can also 
be something such as patient data 
loss which threatens normal de¬ 
livery of services. 

NHS Northamptonshire said 



Head of safeguarding at NHS 
Northamptonshire, Jan Nor¬ 
man, said there had been an 
increase in reporting of pres¬ 
sure ulcers 

it has seen a greater increase in 
reporting of pressure ulcers since 
April this year. 

Jan Norman, the trust’s head 
of safeguarding, said she believed 


this has been due to increased 
recognition that pressure ulcers 
need to be reported as well as 
more robust assessment of pa¬ 
tients. 

In the whole of the previous 12 
months there were 143 serious in¬ 
cidents - or one every two and a 
half days - which would seem to 
indicate serious incidents are on 
the rise. 

However NHS Northampton¬ 
shire said that incidents varied 
quite markedly from one month 
to the next and that the current 
figure does not necessarily mean 
“the year end position would be 
markedly higher than last year.” 
All primary care trusts like NHS 
Northamptonshire have had sys¬ 
tems in place for reporting and 
investigating serious incidents 
since 2009 when they took over 
responsibility from NHS East 
Midlands. 

Trusts with a high level of in¬ 
cident reporting are considered 
by the National Patient Safety 
Agency to have a strong safety 
culture. 

However NHS Northampton¬ 
shire does not have any thresh¬ 
olds for the level of incidents it 
considers acceptable.

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Jobs to 
go in 
police 
changes 


A SENIOR police officer 
involved in a major re¬ 
structuring of the county 
force to help cut costs is 
confident the new look 
operation will be able 
to provide a good serv¬ 
ice to the public, but 
warned further redun¬ 
dancies were inevitable. 

Insp Steve Lingley has spent 
the past nine weeks working 
as part of a seven-strong team 
tasked with building a new 
business model that will help 
save Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice a total of £25million over 
the next four years as they 
look to tackle a huge budget 
black hole. 

He said the new structure 
would have minimal impact 
on the quality of crime fight¬ 
ing in the county. 

He said: “Obviously the 
national financial situation 
means we have to think about 


our business in a very differ¬ 
ent way. 

“Jobs will be lost, as in any 
public service, that is inevita¬ 
ble, but we will balance that to 
ensure that we still deliver a 
service we can be proud of.” 

The restructuring, which 
will see the current area-based 
system replaced with two 
overall commands, known as 
Territorial and Crime and 
Justice, came into place this 
morning 

Territorial Command will 
include safer community 
teams, emergency response 
teams, and the road policing 
unit. Crime and Justice Com¬ 
mand will take in CID, major 
investigations, public protec¬ 
tion, intelligence and crimi¬ 
nal justice. 

The main change from a 
public perspective will be the 
organisation of the safer com¬ 
munity teams. There are cur¬ 
rently a total of 41 small teams 
across the county but this will 
be reduced to 17 larger units.

Northampton has been ranked as seventh in the worst 50 local areas for quality of council housing 


COUNCIL houses in North¬ 
ampton have come in the 
top 10 of a "list of shame" 
detailing the country's 
worst condition council 
homes. 

In the Government’s list of 
the 50 areas of the country with 
the poorest condition council 
houses, Northampton has come 
in seventh. 

The table lists each part of the 
country and ranks them by how 
many houses do not meet the 
Government’s “decent homes 
standard”, meaning they have 
reasonably modern facilities and 
are warm and weatherproof. 

With 48 per cent of Northamp¬ 
ton’s 12,215 council houses not 
meeting the standard, Northamp¬ 
ton Borough council has estimat¬ 
ed that more than £129 million 
needs to be spent on the proper¬ 
ties by 2015. 

Sally Beardsworth (Lib Dem, 
Kingsthorpe ) said the figures 
were in many cases down to the 
age of bathrooms and kitchens 
which automatically tip the 
home into “non-decency” even if 
they were immaculate. 


She added: “We are quite well 
aware of the situation as were the 
previous two administrations 
but, unfortunately, they didn’t 
make any financial provision for 
rectifying it and we are strug¬ 
gling to catch up.” 

Councillor Beardsworth said 
£22 million would be spent in the 
next three years updating about 
a third of the council’s housing 
stock. 

But the leader of the opposition 
at the Guildhall, Councillor Dav¬ 
id Palethorpe (Con, Bill¬ 
ing) argued the number of 
non-decent homes had in¬ 
creased over the past few 
years. 

He said: “It’s clear that 
far too many of our council 
tenants are living in sub 
standard accommodation. 

We took council housing 
very seriously, and we 
were able to get the non-de¬ 
cent figure down to 21 per 
cent. 

“I think the current lead¬ 
ers should be embarrassed 
things have slipped back to 
this point. 

“I would urge them to 


apply for as much of the £1.2bn 
the Government has set aside for 
housing improvements as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Council housing campaigner, 
Chris Swinn, who lives in Spring 
Boroughs, claimed a mixture of 
poor management and bad Gov¬ 
ernment policies were to blame. 

He added: “There’s been a lack 
of investment for 30 years. 

“Turning it round now de¬ 
pends on how much money they 
can get.”

Old Scout just 
keeps playing 


VETERAN rugby player John 
Coleman has proved he is scrum- 
thing truly special, by still turning 
out for his club side every week 
at the grand old age of 60. 

The long-serving hooker, who has 
played hundreds of matches for various 
teams in a 50-year career, was due to turn 
out this weekend for Northampton Old 
Scouts. 

The remarkable feat of longevity sees 
John, who turned 60 last Thursday, ap¬ 
pear most weeks for the 5ths team and 
he shows no signs of retiring from the 
game. 

He is believed to be the oldest player 
in Northamptonshire still playing rugby 
regularly. 

Mr Coleman, from Meadowfields, near 
Weston Favell, said: “My wife kicks me 


out at noon on Saturday and doesn’t ex¬ 
pect me home until early evening. 

“I’ve kept fit and I’ve been lucky as far 
as major injuries are concerned. 

“When I was playing seriously I would 
have got a lot more tense and focused a 
lot more on stretching routines and men¬ 
tal preparation. Now I simply get ready 
15 minutes before and slowly stroll over 
to the pitch. 

“On occasion we’ll have a drink before¬ 
hand and it’s not unknown to have one at 
half-time too. 

“I’m sure I’ve slowed down a bit but 
so has everyone else - sometimes it’s a 
matter of who slows down at the fastest 
rate.” 

Mr Coleman started playing in 1960 
as a schoolboy in Bristol and has played 
almost every season since. He is follow¬ 
ing in the footsteps of another Old Scouts 


player ‘Dad’ Bennett who played occa¬ 
sionally into his early 60s. 

Mr Coleman has turned out most weeks 
over the last 30 years for Old Scouts - 
whose motto is “you’re never too old to be 
involved” - which he admitted is almost 
a point of honour. 

Team mate Bob Foster said: “He re¬ 
mains one of the fitter players as he runs 
two or three miles most days of the week. 
He’s one of a mostly retired breed of peo¬ 
ple who played for the fun and the beer. 
It’s a feat of dogged determination” 

Mr Coleman said younger team 
mates in their 50s are refusing 
to retire until he does but he said 
they may be waiting some time 
yet, he could see himself playing until 
65. 

Mr Coleman said: “If I keep fit and my 
team still want me I’ll keep going.”

A PRIMARY school pupil 
from Northampton battled 
through the snow to com¬ 
plete a sponsored run she 
organised in memory of 
her dad.

Georgia, who lives with her 
mum Lisa and sister Mia, aged 
three, said that she was hoping to 


organise another run next year, 
and added: “I am really pleased we 
have done it. I was nervous before 
we started and it was hard work, 
especially in the snow.” 

Lisa Nickels, aged 38, said 
Georgia came came up with the 
idea of the run not long after Jez 
died. 

She said: “I am really proud 
of them. It means a lot to both of 
them and all the family. I know 
that Jez would have been so proud 
of the girls for doing this. 


“They were very brave, es¬ 
pecially Georgia with the cir¬ 
cumstances, and they have both 
achieved a lot. The amount of 
money they have raised is fantas¬ 
tic.” 

Abbi, who runs for the Rugby 
and Northants Athletics Club, 
said: “I wanted to do the event 
with Georgia and it was hard but 
I am really pleased that we did it. 

“It was really cold and snow¬ 
ing but we ran and raised the 
money.”

who are the real monsters?

MONSTERS (12A, 93 mins)

JAMES Cameron please take 
note: you don’t need to spend 
$200 million to smack an 
audience’s gobs. 

British writer-director Ga¬ 
reth Edwards challenges the 
conventional thinking that 
bigger is always better when 
it comes to special effects-lad- 
en science fiction films with 
his ultra low budget feature 
debut. 

With a background in visual 
effects, Edwards sent ripples 
through the industry a cou¬ 
ple of years ago by creating 
impressive digital trickery in 
his bedroom for a fraction of 
the normal cost. 

Now, the innovative film¬ 
maker makes the seamless 
transition to the director’s 
chair with Monsters, a 
brilliantly executed thriller 
reminiscent of Cloverfield, 
which puts various multi¬ 
million dollar blockbusters 
to shame. 

Gareth Edwards and a small 
team, including two actors, 



travelled to Guatemala and 
Mexico with a skeletal script, 
a camera and boundless 
enthusiasm. 

The crew found locations 
they loved and improvised 
scenes, intending to stitch 
everything together in the 
editing room, where hun¬ 
dreds of special effects would 
be added to evoke a futuristic 
world in which aliens and 
humans live side by side, seg¬ 
regated by massive concrete 
walls. 

This carefree approach to 
filmmaking sounds like a rec¬ 
ipe for disaster but Gareth 


Edwards maintains control 
of the various elements with 
aplomb. 

Monsters opens with a nail- 
biting night vision sequence 
and an attack on an ar¬ 
moured convoy. 

We flashback to bright 
sunshine over Mexico where 
womanizing newspaper 
photographer Andrew (Scoot 
McNairy) must help his 
boss’s daughter, Samantha 
(Whitney Able), return home 
to America. 

The ports are about to close 
and Andrew is told he must 
pay an extortionate fee to get 


Samantha on the last boat 
before the borders are locked 
down. 

From its gripping opening to 
the heartbreaking conclu¬ 
sion, Monsters holds us in 
a vice-like grip as Gareth 
Edwards creates a richly 
detailed future reality, aided 
by strong performances from 
Scoot McNairy and Withney 
Able, who have since mar¬ 
ried. 

The director orchestrates 
some terrific set pieces, 
including a nervy nighttime 
boat ride that proves it’s not 
safe to go back in the water.

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From villain 
to a hero

MEGAMIND 3D (PG, 95 mins) Animation/

S UPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so super 
without scheming Lex Luthor, while Bat¬ 
man’s cowl and utility belt would gather 
dust were it not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. 

Light or dark occasionally triumphs but in¬ 
variably the balance of power shifts between 
them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously 
made Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind 
is a fast-paced computer animated adventure 
that asks if a villain could become a hero 
when the entire world is pitted against him. 
The role reversal taps into a rich vein of 
humour and screen¬ 
writers Alan J Schoolcraft and Brent Simons 
have fun plundering the conventions of the 


genre. 

They pepper the script with pop culture refer¬ 
ences, wry one-liners and visual gags like the 
NO YOU CAN’T posters which the eponymous 
villain plasters over the city in a sly dig at 
Barack Obama’s election promises. 

There is also an affectionate nod to Marlon 
Brando’s scenery-chewing portrayal of Super¬ 
man’s father Jor-El. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, fam¬ 
ily-friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 and 
How To Train Your Dragon, McGrath’s film 
lacks that special something to distinguish it 
from the crowd. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is sepa¬ 
rated from his alien parents as a child and 
crash-lands on Earth, where he grows up in 
the Metro Prison For The Criminally Gifted. 
Surrounded by thieves, murderers and degen¬ 
erates, he discovers his calling. 

“Being bad is the one thing I’m good at!” he 
giggles, sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivalry 
with dashing hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt), 
who gets all of the applause and the girls, 
including TV journalist Roxanne Ritchi (Tina 
Fey). 



Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate 
plans comes to fruition and Metro Man is 
destroyed, allowing the villain and his loyal 
henchman, Minion (David Cross), to take 
charge of Metro City. 

Unthinkably, the villain develops strong feel¬ 
ings for Roxanne. 

“The one thing I do know: the bad guy never 
gets the girl,” Minion reminds him. 

“Maybe I don’t want to be the bad guy,” Mega¬ 
mind shockingly replies. 

Perhaps Roxanne’s snivelling cameraman 


(Jonah Hill) could provide a novel solution to 
the predicament. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good 
use of the 3D technology during the action 
sequences. 

Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell 
tugs the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, 
who is tired of striking fear into everyone he 
meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements 
from Shrek and The Incredibles and produces 
an entertaining hybrid.

The Northampton boss has con¬ 
firmed January transfer window 
rebuilding plans at Sixfields were 
already in place before Craig Hinton 
and Steve Guinan left the club on 
loan, and he feels there is suitable 
cover at centre-back should one of 
the first-choice pairing of Tozer and 
Dean Beckwith get injured or sus¬ 
pended. 

“We’d like to bring a couple in if we 
can get the right deals in place,” he 
said. “Whether that happens remains 
to be seen. 

“I’d like to get a striker and a cen¬ 
tre-back in. The French lad we’ve 
had in has been training with us for 
a little while and we’ll maybe make 
a decision on him in the next couple 
of weeks. 

“It would be a bit of a gamble to 
take him but he’s got good attributes. 
He’s six foot four and he’s reasonably 
quick and those are good qualities to 
have, you can see he could be a good 
player. 

“It’s not a necessity to get a centre- 
back in, we’ve got Andy (Holt) who 
can cover there and Marcus (Hall) 
has probably played his best games 
there for us. 

“Johnno (John Johnson) can slot in 
there as well so there’s a few things 
we can do.” 

Guinan is likely to make his loan 
to Forest Green Rovers permanent 
when the transfer window reopens 
in four weeks time, but the situation 
with Hinton is different, with the 
33-year-old at Kenilworth Road pri¬ 
marily to cover an injury to Hatters 
defender Shane Blackett. 

“It’s good for them to go out and 
play some football, both clubs are 
near where they live and there is 
something in place for Steve to go 
permanently,” said Sampson. 

“Craig is there just for a month.” 

The Cobblers were beaten 3-2 in the 
second round of the FA Cup at Shef¬ 
field Wednesday last Saturday. 

They will be back in npower 
League Two action on Saturday (ko 
3pm) when they entertain Stockport 
County at Sixfields. 


DYLAN HARTLEY admits he 
will have a job getting back 
in the Saints side now his 
England commitments have 
finished. 

While Hartley has been playing 
in the autumn internationals, Brett 
Sharman has held the fort at hooker 
impeccably for Northampton. 

With the English-qualified South 
African in the front row, the Saints 
pack has continued to dominate the 
opposition to carry on the club’s un¬ 
beaten run through November. 

While Hartley has been away, 
Saints have drawn at Saracens and 
beaten Newport in the LV= Cup, 
while storming eight points clear 


at the top of the Aviva Premiership 
with wins over London Irish and 
Sale Sharks. 

Sharman had a top game against 
Sale, setting up Paul Diggin’s try 
with a superb kick, while his lin- 
eout throwing is now very assured. 

Hartley watched the win over 
London Irish with his Saints team¬ 
mates in the England squad at their 
Pennyhill Park base and was thor¬ 
oughly impressed.

Chris Ashton took a nasty bang 
to the head against South Africa, 
though England announced he was 
fine after receiving medical atten¬ 
tion at the end of the game. In Ash¬ 
ton’s absence 18-year-old Jamie El¬ 
liott has put in a series of displays

While the return to fitness of 
Bruce Reihana adds to the fight for 
places, Elliott kept the veteran Kiwi 
and Shane Geraghty on the bench 
last week, and Mallinder admits he 
has plenty of options.
